or at the hospitals in charge Ot the fhf- 
•icians will reach 70. 

The sixth day of the death-dealing 
weather did not reach hj one degree the 
maximiun temperature of wrenu of the 
preceding days, the highest point 
touched by the official mercury boing 'J I 
degrees. Many thermomotors, how- 
ever, not so fortunately located, showed 
a range from 97 to IM deiprees. At 11 
o'clock laat night th«e was a heavy 
local itorm and the te m per a ture dropped 
6 dep^eos in about as many minutes. 

The wind blew 40 miles an hour dur- 
ing this storm. Tlie storm snemed to 
have little effect upon the general coudi- 
tloiui and aooa after it ceaaed the mer- 
cnry commenced to rise once nutte.

KcT Wbst, Aug. 10.— In a great bat 
tie fought near Bajramo, province o 

Santiago de Cuba, the Spaniards were 
overwhelmingly defeated, sustaining 
loss of om 800 kiUad, wounded or miss 
ing. 

Advices received from Havana las 
night state that the battle occurred oi 
Aug. 8, but the Spanish authorities hav* 
given orders to suppress all details of 
the disaster. It seonis that Rabi, tho 
Cuban chief, witli I,S(H) men. was en 
camped near Bayamo. Several convoys 
of provisions and ammunition for the 
Spanish ganiron in Bayamo were taken 
by Rabi's foross, aad lint Cubans finally 
became so aggtessiTa that Colonel Signra 
determined to disperse them with 2,000 
Spaniards, Colonel Sigura niarclied 
against Kabi on Aug. 2. The coluni 
was provided with sereral BOwitaer and 
Gatling guns. 

Uu Aug. 8 the Spaniards approache<l 
the Cubans, who were strongly en 
trenched, and immediately nve battle 
Siguraledhis men repeatedly against 
the Cubans, but the latter, protected by 
their entrenchments, poured in a deadly 
lire and easily drove back the Span 
iards. When the Spaniards were fall 
ing back after the lost charge in great 
confusion Rabi ordered his men to ad- 
vance, throwing aside their guna. Aft 
er firing the Ust vollsf uie Ouban 
dashed upon the broken Spanish oolamn 
with the machete. The charge of the 
Cubans swept everything before it, and 
the Spanish fled in Utter rout. 

The Spaniards were pursued almost 
to Bayamo. and reached the city com 
pletoly exhausted. The Oubans did 
f(>arful exfcution with the machete 
From their camp almost to Bayamo th 
route was marked by Spaniards with 
heada cloven or arms lopped off. 

The Spanish loss in killed is esti- 
mated at about 200, while over 800 were 
wounded. 

The Spaniards also lost their moun- 
tain howitzers and Gatling guua, be* 
sides rifles and ammunition. 

The Spanish authorities in Havana 
have been informed tliat the citv of 
Hnl;,'uiu is t)esieg(?d by Cubans, and that 
the ^Mrri.son ciiii not liold out niucli 

Inliner. 

Irene Munoz and her company of 
Atua/niis form a i)art of the besie;ring 
forces. The Spaniards have mode sev 
oral ilesiwrate sorties, but were driven 
back. The Amazons to(jk part in these 
engagements and fought gallantly. 

At Maii/.auill<i Major lioblijo and 
Captain Koveritos of tlie Spanish voluti 
teers havt' bet>n oiTesttwl by order of 
Captain (Jeneral Weyler. who claims he 
lias evidence tho otticers have been in 
coiresiMjiideiiee with Cioniez and were 
preparing to betray the city and Sjian 
ish K'Trisoii to the Cubans. Since the 
arrests nearly 2tK) Spanish volunteers at 
Mun/.aniUo have desert e<l and joined the 
insur^fent.s.

One of the Men, Lorcnso Saladlno, roalljr 
Aisa m lnafd JhIm Oaeymard Last 

Thiir«<I;iv Nljtit .'iiiil Hif. Otlier Two 
Were I)«iv«lu» Soicoro and Angrlo Mar- 
cuio. Who Matdorod an Old Spaniard. 

Hahnviu.f. La., Aug. 10.— There was 
u tnpl. lynching in this town just be- 
fore mi lnight and yi'sterday the bodies 
of three Italian murderers wen- found 
swinging from tlie raft« rs of a sli' d 
near the courthouse. One of the men 
is Loronzo Saladlno, who so foully as- 
sassinated Jules Gucymord, at Free- 
town, last Tuesday night, and the other 
two were Deceino Soreoro and Angelo 
Marcuso. who murdered an old Span- 
iard on the Ashton 1 1 uit.ition, near 
Boutte station, some time ago. 

Ever since the murder of Gueyiuard 
tills jiarish has t.oi>n iu a fever heat of 
excitement over the affair and even on 
the first night after the murder it was 
with great diltlcuity that t^heriff Ory 
prevented the lynching of Saladino. 
He spirited him away in the woods and 
kept hiin there over night and the next 
day took him to the new jail in Hahn- 
ville. In the meantime the evidence 
grew aeainst Saladlno and feeling oor* 
respondiugly grew in intensity. 

About 1 1 :H0 last night, the mob which 
had concentrated on the outskirts of 
the town, began to move on the jail. 
They captured the old negro guard and 
by vigorous use of axes, with which 
they were well supplied, soon demol- 
ished the Jail and cell doors and took 
the prisoners out and executed them. 

Lorenzo Saladlno waa charged with 
the murder of Julea Gueymard, one of 
the prominent planters and merchants 
of that section. The murder occurred 
on Tuesday night at Freetown, in St. 
Charles parish, iust a short distance 
from the river bank. Mr. Ouevmard 
was on the gollerr with several friends 
playing cards while waiting tho arrival 
of a boat with some freight. When the 
whistle of the boat blew, Mr. Gueymard 
arose to go to meet her, and as soon 
as he was a few feet away from his 
party a shot was fired. It was fiom n 
shotgun loaded with all sorts of missiles 
and the load struck him full in the 
throat, almost tearing his head from his 
body, killing him instantly, besides 
wotmding Mr. Robert Esjienard, a New 
Orleans engineer, in the arm. 

Search for the murderer was ui . 
but he was not found. 

The shot was fired from behind a tree

The incentive to the crime in this 
instanct> was that the vhl Spaniard was 
tlieir rival in tlie business of gathering 
moss. They bud frequently threatened 
his Ufa.

The 
c apitalist can increase hii wealth by 
siniplv converting it into sold, putting;

ni years. At tlie end of ten j'ears it will 
liuy more provisions and more labor 
than it would when he stored it. Ap 
the snjiply of yold contracts everybody 
must work harder to uet it. 

"It is plain that a debtor is entitled to 
disciiarvre liis ol'liirations lor a value |)re- 
ciscly similar to that he ori^'inally ob- 
tained. He can not do this if the money 
in whicli his loan is compulsively payable 
increa-es hetwi-en the date of iis making 
and tlie date of its ))ayment.

OWIA T" SU FFERING 

Endured by Negroes M'ho Went to Louin- 
Isna Uoiier Contrai-t. 

MONBOB, Lo.. Aug. 10.— Letters n- 
oeiTsd in this city tell norrowtn^ tales 

of Hufferiug experienced by a colony of 
ljuuisiana negroea in Guateiiialii, who 
were Inducoil to go there last May to 
work on railroad.^. The letters say that 
four of their number have been killed 
and that those still aUve are in a ecu- 
ditiou worse than slaverr and they are 
aosioas to rstom to their Looisiaua 
homes. 

Last May a ntunber of young negro 
men in this vicinity and at JadnouTillu 
oomtraoted with agents to go to Central 
America to woik on raibroads. Flat- 
tering iudncemeuta were held out to 
them. They were promised high 
wages, easy work and splendid treat- 
meut. 

The letters some of them have written 
home indicate that they wei-e badly de- 
ceived. Ueury Wind of Jacksonville 
received a letter from his brother yes- 
terday dated at Pauzos, July 27, con- 
taining infonui>tion that James Shaw, 
Willie Bradley, a boy named Sam and 
another whose name the writer did nut 
know, had been killed near Pauzos 
while attempting to escape. The negroes 
employed ou the railroad nre guarded by 
soldiers of the Guatemalan government, 
are treated brutally, it is alleged, and 
receive scant rations and very small pay. 
Parson Ellis has received a K tter from 
his sou, Ennis, in which he tells tales of 
groat snireriug.
